Battle Of Balkans 


Now On 


The expected battle of the 
Balkans is now on. Nazi and Al¬ 
lied troops have come to grips* 
and according to Allied conun- 
inquos while Nazi troops have 
advanced into Yugoslavia and 
also Greece, the main lines of 
the Allied forces remain intact 
and Nazi thrusts against them 
are proving very costly. Evac¬ 
uated cities in portions of besieg 
ed countries have been taken, 
but nothing of value was there 
for the conquerors after their 
mad dash to occupy them. 

In Africa the Nazi advance 
still continues. We faintly rem¬ 
ember another advance that led 
into the interior of this contin¬ 
ent into the middle of sand des ¬ 
erts and then it bogged down, 
and it seems that our memory 
tells us there were 125,000 Axis 
prisoners fell into Allied hands 
after Wavell’s men started their 
march. It is also unofficially re¬ 
ported that in Italian retreats, 
Allied forces captured enough 
medical supplies of one kind 
and another to last the Army 
of the Nile for a year. Could it 


be that Nazi forces are heading 
to a similar fate in their hur¬ 
ried march across Africa? Time 
will tell. 

The British Mediterranean 
fleet still active annihilated a 
complete Axis convoy sinking a 
total of 20,000 tons of shipping 
in five ships, and three Italian 
destroyers. One ship was an am 
munition ship and it sank follow 
ing heavy blasts from within as 
the ammunition exploded. The 
Allied ship Mohawk of 1,870 
tons was struck by a torpedo 
and sunk in the action which 
took place between Sicily and 
Tripoli. And besides this Brit¬ 
ish warships have boon pound¬ 
ing African coastal positions oc¬ 
cupied by Nazi Fascist troops 
despite efforts of dive bombers 
to prevent this. It seems that 
the courage, individual action 
and trigger-quick thinking of 
Allied airmen and ship crews 
are just a little too fast for the 
Axis soldiers and sailors to keep 
up with. Every easy victory for 
the Axis seems to be a death 
trap later on.
